Why do Torrance Teachers leave their jobs? |

According to a report made to the Board of Educa-
tion, a study of the 149 teachers who left teaching posts
in the Torrance Unified School District last year shows
that the largest single group — 19 percent — left to
take jobs or promotions in other school districts. Five
percent took foreign teaching jobs; nine percent were
promoted. At the same time, the district.rehired 10 teach-
ers whn had resigned in previous years.

Citing from the same report, 16 percent — all wom-
en — left because their hushan(h job took them to an-
other area. Fourteen percent — again all women — left
to full-time homemakers or take care of new
babies. Twelve percent said they had to drive too far to
work and got jobs nearer home.

Seven percent decidegd to become full-time students |
again; two percent entered other businesses:
health caused two percent to resign.
ignations amounted to one percent.

Fourteen percent of the teachers who left failed to|
have their contracts renewed because their supervisors |
felt they were not doing an adequate job.

“In a rapidly-growing district, we have a very large
proportion of younger teachers,” Superintendent J. H.
Hull noted. “Many of the women have babies or follow
their husbands *to other jobs elsewhere. Many of the
men come here because they feel there are many op-|
portunities for promotion. Of course, there always are
more applicants than promotions, so some of them leave.”

Answer — Dandruff, medically
| known as seborrheic dermatitis,
is a chronic, mildly infectious,
M(nlmg condition of the scalp,
| from which point it may spread
to other parts of the body. It is
[ usually found in individuals that
have on oily skin,

known, it is believed to be in-
fluenced by the endocrine glands,
a low basal metabolism rate, a
diet deficient in vitaming (par-
| ticularly Vitamin ‘B complex),
and an excess of sweets, fats,
alcoholic beverages and chocg-
lates in the diet. Fatigue and em-
instability also seem to
be contributing factors.

Local treatment of dandruff
consists of frequent shampooing
with a sulphur or tar soap. Some-
times it is necessary to use a
diginfectant antiparasitic lotion.
For severely infected scalps, a
lotion or ointment containing an
antibiotic may have to be used,

Building Costs Primary

These facts were brought out
when memberg of the Senate in-
quired whether consideration of
state building needs had been
included in the estimate of a
$134,000,000 surplus by June 30
of 1961.

The Legigiative Analyst re-
plied that they had not, and
strongly recommended that the
Legislature use this carryover |
for capital outlay purposes as|
might be required. !
